How Military Bombs Are Transported from 
Place to Place, 
Toronto Empire: ‘In Paris the vehicle used 


for transporting bombs has a hooded seat and 


a body well detached from it, hung on springs, 
and with lozenge-shaped openings in the 


sides. The whole vehicie is extremely light, 


so ,as to offer no resistance in case of an ex- 
plosion. The appliance meant to hold 
bombs steady is alone rigid, and is 
muffied with india rubber. An old am- 
bling horse draws this vehicle, : The coach 
man ig a hale, middle-aged person, who was 
in the artillery, A small dog aalled “Nip” 
sits with him on the box, and seems to un- 
derstand that she isa heroine in her canine 
way. The fuse bombs are the ones feared 
least. . The chemical ones are never removed 
until they have lain some hours. In trans- 
porting them the vehicle goes at a slow pace, 
and the quietest streets are chosen. Police- 
men know it when they see it, and sign to 
other vehicles to keep out of its way. 


The artilleryman gone to a place specially 
arranged for the exploding of bombs near the 
fortification wall.

In the City of Catorce, in Mexico, the sound of 
carriage wheels never has been heard. The city 
is located in the mouhtains, eight miles from the 
railfoad station. In order to reach it an ex- 
tremely perilous ride up the mountains must be 
made. For that reason but few foreign people 
have ever visited the town. Asa result, at Ca- 
torce is found the Mexican people in all their 
primitive purity. They know but little of the 
outside world. Itsinhabitants are engaged in 
silver mining. Thousands of dollars’ worth of 
bullion is secured yearly. Miles of tunnels éx- 
tend ein All directions, and thousands of 
dollars have been expended on the mines. The 
atreeta of Catorce run up and down the mount- 
ains often at an angle of forty-five degrees, mak- 
ing the use of wheeled vehicles impossible.

WITHOUT PRIITIONS, « : 


‘Taxpayers’ aihbikicell Makes a Stirring 


Report on the Abuses of a Lax Law= 
City Council Passes Hundreds of Bilis 
Providing for Improvements That Are 


Not Needed=System Is Termed Iniq- 


uitous and in Need of a Great Reform= 
Legislature Should Act. 


The committee appointed by the tax-payers |

and presented in detail a report of all the bills 
passed since September. The City Clerk has 
checked off those bills, where petitions 
signed by property-holders asking for the 
improvements were filed with the ordinances. 
‘In commenting on ‘he condition of things 
| found the committee says: 

‘*Without taking notice of the thousand 
small assessments for lamp posts, sidewalks, 
etc., our expert, Mr. Monroe, has confined 
himself principally to the expensive assess- 
ments, such as paving, grading, and curbing 
the streets. In round numbers 200 assess- 
ments of this kind have been ordered by the 
City Council from Sept. 1, 1898, to March 1, 
1894, Of this number only thirty-three were 
petitioned for by the property-owners. One 
hundred and sixty-six were rushed throtgh by 
the Council without the knowledge or consent 
of the owners of the property fronting < on the 
street, The iniquity about assess- 
ments, as claimed by the taxpayers, 
is that they are made upon streets in 
many cases where the improvements 
are not needed and will not be for some years. 
The property-owners Know nothing of the 
assesements until they are made and in many 
cases are confirmed by the County Court and 
beyond the reach of the owners to defend 
themselves, Notices are supposed to be sent 
for the owners of property to appear before 
the County Court,. It is claimed by the tax- 
payers that the County Court is a'part of the 
machine for assisting the special assessment 
gang and that many of the notices are never 
received, by the owners of the property. The 
city employs a lot of ‘expert witnesses’ and 
usually a jury composed of hangers-on around 
the Court-House, which invariably gives judg- 
ment against the property-owners. 

‘* The original statute in this State gives 
authority to corporations to make special as- 
sessments; provides for a notice and a peti- 
tion by the property-owners; but the contrac- 
tors and Aldermen in the various cities of the 
State, by connivance with the Legislature, 
revised the law so that now it is not necessary 
for the city to give any notice whatsoever to 
the property-owners, and no petition signed 
by them is required. Therefuvre property- 
owners are virtually at the mercy of a lot of 
sharks who are in the City Council for noth- 
ing else but os and the. robbery of the 
taxpayers. There is no remedy for this ex- 
cept to have the Legislature change'the spe- 


cial assessment law, and that cannot be done 


except by a vote of the people of the State. 
and cannot be done for two and one-half 
years from this time. 

‘*Next December the Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion and other organizations will petition the 
Legislature to suspend the action of this in- 
famous law until the people can vote on it. 
In the meanwhile all this association can do 
is to advise all property-owners afflicted by 
this abuse to appeal from the County Court 
or take a change of venue therefrom and thus 
secure delay until next December. Last year 
only one-seventh of these assessments were 
contested. This year over one-third are be- 
ing contested, and it is hoped ail property- 
owners will employ counsel and fight these as- 
sessments to the ead unless petitioned for by 
the property-owners. 

‘While itis evident the names of a great 
many respectable Aldermen appear to have 
introduced a number of these ordinances 
without petitions of the owners they‘are at 
liberty to explain their reasons for introduc- 
ing the same and let the public judge whether 
they were justified in so doing.”’

The.cook of the jail, the only one among the 


help whois not serving a jail sentence, re- 


ceiyes a monthly salary of $50. He is fur- 
ther permitted to sell milk and sirup. He 
charges five cents fora cup of milk and five 
cents for half acup of molasses. These are 
the only articles permitted to be sold in the 
County Jail, though they are by no means the 
only articles that can be bought. 

Every guard, without any exception what- 
ever, will buy from any’ man any article of 
jewelry or clothing upon which he believes he 
can realizea fair profit. Most guards will pledge 
goods at the pawnshops for men for from -50

* Searcity of Soap. 

Soap is scarce and valuable, however, as a 
smal) piece hardly three ounces in weight is 
the weckly allowance for every cell.’ Consid- 
ering that from three to four men have todo 
all their washing on such a scant allow- 
ance, besides using.some for scrubbing 
the floor, one understands why soap 
is considered’ in the lght of a valu- 
able drticle in the Cook County Jail. 
The county does not provide for the washing 
of the clothing: of prisoners. They have to 
do their own ‘washing, though no facilities are 
provided for it. Aline stretched up the full 
length of the cell serves for drying up clothes, 
and they can also be left for the ng ton the 
gallery railings or balustrades. any men 
rever wash their clothes, even when their con- 
finement is a protracted one. Guards are 
powerless to order men to wash, There was 
in cell /91 a young man who hailed from 
what is generally known as “The Slide.” 

This young man was arrested after a chase 
and was brought to the county jail without a 
coat, with only a vest and an undershirt on. 
He never washed that undershirt, never took a 
bath, and got to be so filthy that his approach 
could be detected by a special odor many 
yards wide,. Hia' companions in the ceil 
never cared anything about cleanliness and 
therefore never resorted to fistic arguments 
to compel him to wash himself. 

At 6:30 o’clock Charles McGuire, serving 
a nine months’ sentence, turns on the brake 
which makes fast the door of every cell on 
each gallery. At'7 o’clock water is brought 
up for the last time by the gallery man, and 
the jail commences to quiet down. A few raps

Moved by Invisible Spirits. 


Mr. Palmirie’s scheme of communication 
is by means of a moveable board or dial with 
the alphabet promiscuously arranged in a 
circle around it. With the ends of his fingers 
resting lightly on the board it is moved by the 
spirit back and forth from one letter to an- 
other until the answer to his question is spelled 
out. For convenience the words “ yes’ and 
‘**no,” ag they are more frequently used than 
any other, have a place outside the circle. 

The medium, for that must be. what he is 
now, has got himself so filled up with spirit- 
land information that he wrote to Txz 
UNE saying his experiences were sufficiently 
important to be spread broadcast over the 
whole world. Yesterday durmg a conversa- 
tion he became enthusiastic over the possibil- 
ities of controlling some day the natural law 
as yet undiscovered, through which mo 
man may obtain a clear knowledge of life 
beyond the grave. ‘i 

This is the end he is working for and of 
eourse he hopes to accomplish it. 

‘*Now I want you to understand,” he said, 
“that these 5 ren all came to me entirely 
unsolicited. I am not a Spiritualist and don’t 
atta ) the same importance to spiritualism 
as the believers therein do. But it is interse- 
ly interesting to me and I consider the results 
of my experiments remarkable, : 

** About one year ago I began these séances 
with the assistance of my wife. But she soon 
became so nervous that it was impossible for 
her to do anything or even remain in the 
room where the séances were held. Then I 
began italone. My apparatus was extremely 
crude and poorly ada tw the poxpons but 
I achieved results right along. One «night I 
placed my hands on the board and immediately 
received'a response. I said: * Yes, who is 
it?” The name of an uncle who died in:New 
York some years ago was spelled out. I 
wanted him to tell me something of the mode 
of existence where he was, but the conditions 
evidently were against. us then and I couldn’t 
get much satisfaction from him. Fasked him 
to tell ne whether there were any other in- 
habited worlds besides the one on which we 
live. Hesaid there were two others, Jupiter 
and; but the name of the second I could 
not catch, The-people on them resembled us 
and their spirits mingled with ours.

THE DUTY OF THE HOUR. 

The relations at present existing between 
capitalist and workman, rich and poor, edu- 
cated and ignorant, are both grave and many- 
sided: The sympathies of the community 
having been aroused by the sight of the real 
privation and want endured by many hitherto 
self-supporting persons, the opportunity has 
been seized upon by a vast horde of depend- 
ent people to demand support at the hands of 
others and to receive it in a craven and abject 
spirit. In our anxiety that everything should 
be done that could be done to relieve the ul- 


‘mercenary crowd of helpless and hopeless peo- 
ple who have never even tried tomake them- 
selves useful, but have flung themselves readily 
upon the industrious and self-denying, and 
who now seem about to become a permanent 
tax upon thrift and industry. With the best 
intentions in the wofld, there is little doubt 
but that in fact the tendency has been toward 
weakening the independence and self-respect 
of many who are eble to help themselves, and 
who, having once been tainted with pauper- 
ism, will slowly sink into positions of hopeless 
and indolent dependence. How ure we to 
guard against such serious menace to the 
social order? 

It has been said that one great cause of 
present hostilities between classes is that the 
rich man does not know how the poor man 
lives and that the poor n.an does not know 
how the rich man works. The experiences of 
the last winter must. have done a good deal 
toward enlightening the first kind of igeno- 
rance, and many now know the hardships, 
privations, and sorrows of the poor in their 
homes as they never knew them before. But 
it is to be feared that the other side of the sit- 
uation has not been iiluminated correspond- 
ingly. Agitators continue to rail against great 
fortunes; whatthey should enforce 1s that 
these same fortunes are most commonly the 
monuments. of patient industry, foresight, 
and self-denial; that it is hard to make a fort- 
une, and still harder to administer it with- 
ous} loss; that large numbers of the 
most successful men of business have 
purchased their success at the cost of leisure, 
- Demagogues and 
alarmists insist upon the leveling of all. dis- 
tixction and harp upon the word equality. 
away they are right. There is a sense in 
which the rich and the poor, the learned and 
the illiterate, are equal. 
manhood and womanhood all men are equal 
and are to be judged by the same standards. 
But, also, there is a sense in which they never 
can be equal; differences of ability, character, 
and position always have existed and will con- 
tinue to exist. If all property were equalized 


today in forty-eight hours all the existing 


conditions which now lie between the extremes 
of wealth and poverty would begin to renew 
themiselves. Nor is it desirable that if should 
be otherwise. Inequalities furnish the condi- 
tions of moral and social progress; they are 
needed to afford stimulus to effort and en- 
durance, 

But this is just what’ social reformers and 
philanthropists have failed to recognize, as a 
rule. Both teaching and practice—although 
based on good intentions and inspired by the 
purest sentiment—have rested upon an-in- 
adequate and imperfect estimate of the eter- 
nal factors of social life. Such schemes as 
those of Robert Owen and the Brook 
Farm philanthropists, such books as 
Bellamy’s “Looking Backward,” have 
infected our thinking and are vitiating 
our methods of social reform today. ** Look- 
ing Backward” wasaccepted by large num- 
bers of readers as a picture of a desirable and 
possible social condition, yet it wes based on’ 


affairs. The end to be gained by Bellamy’s 
ideal society was mere animal comfort. 

- We are suffermg more than we realize from 
along régime of such teachings as these. 
What we want moréethan anything else just 
now is the creation of a strong public senti- 
ment enforcing upon all classes the impera- 
tive duty of self-discipline and self-respect 
and higher ideals than mere animal! com fort. 
Let the poor learn the wholesome truth that, 
except from weakness or sickness,it isa 
stigma upon the character to seek charitable 
work or relief, to apply for State or munici- 
pal aid, to run hither and thither’ for doles 
or. public funds, Let the 
rich abstain from fostering institu- 
tions and certain forms of § charity 
which have nothing except mistaken senti- 
‘ment to account for their existence, and 
which steadily produce improvidence and 
pauperism. Let them guard against indis- 
criminate and reckless charity, and the weak 
sentimentality which feels that it must be do- 
ing something in a benevolent way whether 
that something really requires to be done or 
not. Above all things, let the public refrain 
from any policy which seems to imply 


| that the competent and prosperous are bound 


to assure the comfort of the -idle, and thatthe 
industrious must take upon their shoulders 
the lazy and useless. 

By all means let everything be done to re- 
move all obstacles from the paths of labor; 


scope for all faculties; but let no encourage- 
ment whatever be given to those who refuse 
to qualify themselves for usefulness in any 
form and then ‘become, in one way or 
another, a burderi upon society. If we attend 
not to this present duty, we shall continue to 
have, as we “have had throughout the last 
winter, large rtumbers of persons unemployed 
mainly because there was hardiy anything 
they were either able or willuig to do, a con- 
dition of things which would be a standing 


| shame and danger to an otherwise free and 


prosperous community.

The people have made up their minds as to

‘ There does not seem to have been any 
parental care of the inmates of Miss Pollard’s 
seminary. At least there is nothing in her 
testimony or that of the defendant to indicate 
that such was the case. She had visitors 
inher room. She went off driving 
at night with a person not a mem- 
ber of her own family. She seems to 
have been unguarded and unwatched. Even 
ifinnocent when she went to the college 
there was no reason why she should remain 
so considering the apparently free and easy 
way ia which the pupils were allowed to live, 

The people would like to know whether this 
lack of supervision of the inmates is a pecul- 
larity of the institution which Miss Pollard 
went to or whether there are other colleges, 
seminaries,.and academies which are as laxly 
managed and where the gir! pupils have that 
absolute freedom from restraint which Miss 
Pollard bad. Ithas been supposed that the 
heads of these institutions were far more 
rigid than parents dream generally of being. 
If the reverse is the case it should -be known, 
so that home education, under the eyes of 
parents, may be substituted for an education 
away from home, where a girl is her own mis- 
tress and is left uncared forand unguided, 
free to follow either good or evil paths.

In the South, except in the 
cities of Baltimore; Louisville, St. Louis, and 
New Orleans,‘there are very few Roman 
Catholics, while in| the Northern cities and 
towns there are six or seven millions, 

It i@ quite certain that the principal. cause 


for the distrust and dislike of Catholics among - 
the A, P.-A. people is to be found in the fact 


that nearly the entire membership of the 
Roman Catholic Church persistently and 
clannishly acts with and belongs to one 
political party; controls its political organi- 
zation and machinery whenever it can, and 
nominates as many members of this church 
for office as it can force that party to concede. 
In many cities, like Chicago, New York, 
Brookiyn, Boston, Albany, Troy, Buffalo, 
Detroit, Fort Wayne, Dubuque, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul, Omaha, and Kansas City—in short, 
wherever it possesses the power it grabs 
about all the offices elective and appointive— 
especially those that have patronage or big 
salaries and emoluments. Hence the mem- 
bers of this church have secured the great 
bulk ofthe important offices of all the cities 


and towns where they are relatively strong in 


that party. 

This is the undeniable fact and record, And 
it is growing steadily more and more intoa 
monopoly of office control by one religious 
organization. It is really these manifesta- 
tions of politico-ecclesiastical domination 
which are changing non-Catholic -Democrats 
into active A. P. A.’s and are causing such 
disgust and profound dissatisfaction among 
Democrats who are not members of the Cath- 
olic Charch. | 

Of course Republicans do not like to see 
the membership of this strong and rapidly 
growing church voting almost solidly at all 
elections against Republican candidates if 
they happen not to be membersof the Catho- 
lic Church. They naturally dislike to see 
nearly all the members of a great church act- 
ing in such an intolerant, prescriptive and 
clannish manner. The Republican party has 
always been the very embodiment of liberty 
in all matters pertaining to religious con- 


science and sectarian creed; and its ranks are . 


made up of. portions of all the Protestant 
sects, and non-members of any church, to- 
gether with a small sprinkling of liberal 
minded, intelligent, and Americanized Cath- 
olics of the Archbishop Ireland sort. But if 
that fraction of Republicans were ten times 
as numerous as they are they would still bea 
handful as compared with the almost solid 
mass which acts with and runs the Democratic 
party in the North. 

This banding together in one political party 
continuously ig not restricted to any 
European nationality.. The Irish are not the 
worst offenders in this respect. In point of 
fact they are about the only foreign Catholics 
of whom it can be affirmed that some of them 
act with the other parties. Thus there are 
some Irish Catholic Republicans—good, act- 
ive, sound ones, and some of them are Popu- 
lists, and others Georgeites, and a few aré 
Prohibitionists, although 95 or more per cent 
always support the Democratic candidates and 
measures, including low wage free trade. 
But of the other nationalities they are solidly 
members of one political party. Thus all 
Catholic Poles support the Democratic party, 
almost all Cathvlic Bohemians, all Catholic 
Huns, nearly all Catholic French, German 
Catholics with a few rare exceptions, and all 
Italian, Austrian, and Swiss Catholics act 
solidly with the Democratic party. 

Why? Is it because that party is for free 
trade and low wages, and generally fora 
cheap, debased currency? Or is the reason 
something else? 

Tue Trareuns has often asked for a solution 
of this mystery and never received a satis- 
factory explanation.

and it cheekily calis on them to retire volun- 
tarily, so as to make it unnecessary to begin 
proceedings to oust them.

That 
is why this claim is made that the election at 
which the three J udges were chosen was a 
nullity. 

The Republican Cirenit Judges think one 


of the new South Park Commissioners should 


be a Republican. The Democratic Judges 
want both places filled by Democrats. 
The Judges are tied and no action has 
been taken to fill the vacancies. The 
** vested interests”’ of the South Park want 
men elected who willdisturb nobody and will 
not elect new officers and employés. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that Mr. A. W. Green, 
the attorney for the board, should be con, 
vinced that these three Republican Judges 
were illegally elected. Had the Democrats 
carried the election last fail and put on the 
bench friendly Judges who would have chosen 
Commissioners warranted not to make un- 


pleasant changes he would not have ques- 


tioned the legality of the election. 

The contention of the junior organ and its 
lawyers is that the Constitution says that Cir- 
cuit Court Judges must be elected on the first 
Monday in June, 1873, and every six years 
1891, 1897, 
etc,, and that last fall’s election was unlawful 
bécause not held in the month of June, They 
say the Constitution must be strictly construed 
and a Circuit Judge can be chosen only on the 
first Monday in June. Some of the Demo- 
crats profess to doubt whether a new Judge 
can be chosen except atone of these six-year 
elections. 

The Constitution says also that the term of 
office ofa Circuit Judge shall be six years. 
So the claim is made that the act of last year, 
which provided that the terms of the three 
new Judges should run til] the regular elec- 
tion in 1897, was unconstitutional, because it 
gives these Judges less than éix years: ‘The 
same thing was done, however, when new 


_ Judges were created in 1887. No question 


of unconstitutionality was, raised then, for 
the South Park Board was not concerned. 
The persons who want: the two outgoing 
Democrats on the Park Board to have Dem- 
ocratic successors lay the most stress on their 
claim that Circuit Judges can’ be chosen in 
June and at no other time, 
when there is a vacancy it is not necessary to 
fill itin June. They have to concede that, for 
Judge Tuthill was elected at an Apfil election 


the first time and so was Judge McConnell. 


But they assert that when new Judgeships are 
created, as was the case last year, they must 
be voted forin June. That claim is absurd. 
The Legislature cannot change the date of 
the regular election from June to 
any other month, It can ordér a special elec- 
tion to fill newly created Judgeships whenever 
it pleases. The new Judgeships are vacan- 
cies and can be filled at any time. Preeedent 
counts for much and there is one bearing 
on this point. In 1877 the Legislature cre- 
ated new circuits and ordered the election of 
a number of new Judges. The law directed 
that they be chosen oot in June, but the first 
Monday of August, to hold office for two 
years. They were elected in August, but as 
they had nothing to do with the South Park 
no one dreamed of contending that they were 
not legally elected. 

The. assertion that a Judge must have a 
six-year term is nonsense. The three Cir- 
cuit Judges whom the schedule of-the Con- 
stitution directed should be elected in this 


county in July of 1870. held office for only 


three years and then were reélected in 1873 
as a matter of course. No one claimed that 
they had been deprived of three years of 
their terms, though the Ccnstitution did not 
say they should only hold till 1873. 

The sole object of this hurrah is to bolster 


‘up a South Park faction. which is afraid of 


losing some fat offices. The three Republic- 
an Judges elected last November were legally 
chosen and they will hold their seats till June,

An Indian Legend Regarding a Queen as 
Beautiful as Cleopatra. 

The Indian legend regarding the origin of 
Death Valley, in Mayo County, Cal., is am in- 
teresting one. 

From the outer edge of this vast furnace— 
it is 300 miles square and 100 feet below sea 
level—one may see far off, tremulous 
through the shimmering waves of heat.

the old days, before the Amargosa River 
ceased to water the valleys, the place was 
the site of a powerful city ruied by a princess 
as beautiful as Cleopatra and as imperious as 
Elizabeth. An Ambassador to the reigning 
Aztec monarch described to her on his return 
the giories of the King’s palaces in the City ot 
Mexico. 

Resolving to equal the magnificence of her 
neighbor, she began the erection of a vast 
building. Ali the laborers and artisans of the 
city were employed and the work was 
pushed night and day,.for within twelve 
months the Aztec ruler “was to be her 
guest.and she wished to welcome him to 
a paiace as splendid as his own. She ex- 
hausted the resources of her realm, men 
went mad with toil and h er, and at last 
the high priest protested. e was ordered to 
execution, and, a cursed the city for the 
Princess’ sake. That night the earth shook 
and sank, the river dried up, and the morning 
sun poured down a flood of heat. All per- 
ished, and now the ruined wails of the palace 
alone remain. ! 

The Amargosa, by thé'way, 1s a most erratic 
stream. It flows south/ninety miles from its 
fountain-head in the Western Sierras, vanishes 
at Resting Spring Mountain, is in evidence 
again for fifty miles, disappears for a space, 
then bobs up and runs along turbulently for 
100 miles, All trace of it is lost at Death 
Valley.

(ASH BUYING A PROMINENT FRAT- 
URE DURING THE WEEK. 


Agents Have Had Wore Money Laid on 
Their Desks than in Any Week for 
Years=Sales Are Not Large, but En- 
couraging=—Inside Market Has Not 
Changed=Comparative Table of Nine 
Years’ Transactions=-Prospects Improv- 
ing=Norton Brothers’ New Plant. 


Cash buying has been a feature of the real 
estate market during the last week. Agents 
have noted that not in years have they had so 
much money laid down'‘on their desks at the 
close of transactions, Of course, these sales 
are not for large amounts. They range from 
$500 to $10,000, and indicate that the ma- 
jority of purchases 6f real estate are by men 
who have had their money in savings banks 

safety deposit vaults. One dealer closed 
a sale a few days ago, and after the agreement 
as to price had been reached the buyer re- 
marked: “ You must wait till I go to the 
gafety deposit vaults.” He went and re- 
turned with $4,100 in cash. That is 
merely a sample. Women purchasers, dike 
the men, also carry the currency 
in their pockets. This feature mainly con- 
stitutes the activity in realty sales. It in- 
dicates, too, that having. had their money in 
vaults throughout the worst of the panicky 
period people are tired of having it lie idle. 
Generally they purchase homes for occupancy 
and moderate-priced flat buildings. 

The inside real estate market has not 
changed during the week. It is in the same con- 
dition of firmness. .There is an occasional 
sale, but not at reduced or sacrifice prices, 
The holders continue to believe that there 
must be an advance, and they will not accept 
the offers of the bargain hunters. 

Reel estate transfers for the first quarter of 
1894 eggregate $28,500,000. The showing 
compares favorably with the first quarter of 
1889, when the transfers reached $29,700,- 
000. Itis much behind the years of 1890, 
1891, and 1892. It falls $10,000,000 be. 
low the first quarter of 1893, but nearly 
equals the last quarter with a record of $29,- 
000,000,

Sexes. The wards are constructed with high 
| ceilings and are well lighted, with single dor- 
mitories and alcoves.

These are for 
the perpese of facilitating the adaptation of the 
machine to the operator's shirtsleeve, which is 
accomplished in the following manner:

The 
base-piate itself is then sewn to the sleeve with a 
few stitches, one or two holes being niade in the

Points are prevented from being accidentaly 
Withdrawn from the siits and the 
whole apparatus is firmly secured to the sleeve. 
In the lower edge of the false cuff slits are cut in 
asimilar manner, and into these the points of 
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the cover are pushed. The cuff is held securely 
to the coyer by means of little strings, which are 
tied tu holes provided for the purpose in the 
sides of the cover. These arrangements havi 
been made, the shirt, with the machine attache 
ig ready to ne wpe. The operator having put it 
on, takes a shirt stud with rather a long stem 
and links the inner sleeve round his wrist. Then 
he fastens the false cuff to the inner sieeve by 
buttoning the two lower stud-holes over the stud 
already at his wrist. Thus the inner sleeve and 
the cuff are held in close coatact by the base- 
plate and cover of the machine. Finally, he 
fastens the outer sleeve over the whole by but- 
toning it over the long stud which already hoids 
the inner sleeve and the cuff.. Thus. the ma- 
chine is concealed between the two sleeves. If 
one were able. to look inside the operator's cuff 
while the machine is in action it would appear 
as though the wristband and cuff came apart 
and the cards were protruded through the open- 
‘ing. The points, then, are the means whereby 
the double sleeve is held open while the ma- 
chine is in operation and closed when it is at rest. 
_,#rom the holdout the cord which works the 
slide is led to the eibow-joint, where it passes 
around a pulley (c). This joint, like ail the 
others through which the cord has to pess, is 
what is known as“ universal ”’;, that is to say, it 
allows of movement in any direction. From the 
elbow to the shoulder the cord passes, through 
an adjustab'e tube (d).

the Institution Explains His Method. 


The first graduate of the first barbers’ 
school is already shavmg and talking ata 
good dalary, and thirteen more students from 
the same school are nearly ready to follow 
him as full-fledged journeymeén barbers. They 
are putting the finishing touches on their 
tonsorial education in the fourth floor rear of 
a dingy old building on Washington street. 

This new departure in learning is a Chicago 
idea, conceived and carried out by aChicago 
man. Concluding that the right way to 
leafn to shave is to shave, this individual got 
together a dozen chairs,a dozen étudents, a 
dozen razors, and several dozen subjects, 
christened the .collection the ‘Chicago 
Barbers’ School,” and went to work. Feb. 15. 
He found no lack of applicants either to learn 
Indeed, so great has 
been the pressure from both classes he was 
obliged to begin looking about for larger and 
better quarters in less than a month after he 
began. The abundance of subjects for stu- 
dents is due to the hard times, coupled with 
the fact that no fee is charged, Tickets are 
distributed by such institutions as the Young 
Men’s Christian Association,.and they are 
distributed in such a way that the 
students have only clean, respectable 
subjects to try their skill upon. No 
tramp need apply at. the school for 
a shave ora hair cut. It is appreciated by 
the subjects themselves, for shaves and hair 
cuts are not otherwise to be obtained without 
money, and a man with neatly trimmed 
hair and smoothly shaven face is more likely 
to be successful in his applications for work 
than his-unkempt rival. So great is the de- 
mand for tickets that the founder of the 
school was obliged to limit the number given 
out. Now only so many are distributed each 
day as will keep the :class busy, No one is 
admitted without a ticket. 

Equipment Extremely Piain. « 

As to the equipment of the school it is ex- 
tremely plain. The chairs are-not of the lat- 
est pattern, and all bear unmistakable evi- 
dence of long service. There are twelve of 
them arranged in a double row facing a high 
shelf running down the middle of the room, 
On this shelf, which isa foot wide, are laid 
razors and the mugs, bottles, and other neces- 
sary articles. There are no mirrors, no mu 
racks, nothing thatis not actually needed. 
rude wooden railing separates the chairs from 
asmall space furnished with plain .wooden 
chairs for those who are waiting their turn. 
Over in cne corner bya window isa. rough 
table where students learn to hone razors, 

The students are taught how todaub a 
man’s fate ite lather the first thing and then 
let the victfm lie there helpless, the sticky, 
itchy stuff on his face driving him wild, while 
the student barber hunts up a razor, strops it,

comes back, changes his mind about the

Stu- 
dents are also carefully imstructed never to 
wash the soap off a man’s face when through, 
They are taughtinstead to suddenly data 
towel, several. times folded, wrung out of 
boiling water, upon the sensitive skin without 
a word of warning, just as it is done in 
ali. first-class shops, and are shown 
how to get a good grip with 
both hands to hold the  victim’s 
head tn such a position he cannot possibly 
rise until the towel and his temper are so 
cooled that he will have no further desire to 
eommit murder. The student is also shown 
how, when he pulls a few hairs out by the 
roots and the blood follows, to inguired inno- 
cently. “Razor hurt?’ and, if the sufferer 
dares to teil the truth by answering “ Yes,”’ 
to look and act as if a mortal insult bad been 
offered, and to finish-the shave with a razor 
that will inspire a sufficient amount of re- 
morse in the customer for having found fault 
with the \first. In fact, all the traditional 
eccentricities af the trade are taught at the 
Chicago Barber School. 


His Method of Instruction. 


“T believed there was an opening fora 
barbers’ school,’’ said its proud. founder, 
** because the only way young men had to 
learn the trade was to begin as an apprewtice. 
When a man pays & good price fur a shave he 
naturally objects to being made a subject for 


. students to practi¢e upon, and the result was 


the apprentice could only find an opening in 
the cheapest shops. Even there he was kept 
cleaning shop much more than shaving. The 
result was that it took along time to become 
proficient enough to secure a good posi- 
tion. Good barbers are always in de- 
mand and there is no trouble in find- 
ing wiaces. I do = not pretend to 
find situations for my graduates as an 
inducement for them to enter my school, I 
agree to give them a certain amount of in- 
struction for a stipulated sum; that is all. 
My price is $25 for a term of sixty days. 
The averagé man can learn to do good work 
in that time. I show every beginner just how 
to do and watch him carefully. Il always 
watch ali the work done and never aliow a 
If the stu- 
derit is unable to doithe work right with the 
help of my instructions I finish it myself. I 
have thirteen students and only twelve chuirs, 
but that is a good thing, for it-is not wise to 
let new men work steadily all 
the time. After -working awhile the 
beginner gets nervous and then it is better to 
let him rest a little. I have no trouble in 
finding subjects. They come here with the 
understanding that they get their work done 
for nothing in exchange for allowing them- 
selves to be practicted upon and they are not 
only willing but gratefulsubjects; Iam care- 
ful to distribute my tickets in such a way that 
the students have only clean, respectable men 
No tramps are allowed the 
privileges of the shop. I shall get into new

Most of Them Apply for Their Discharge 
gt the End of Three Years—Their Ways 
Are Not Those of the White Man and 
They Refuse to Imitate Him er Learn 
His Language<Their Predisposition to 
Consumption — Characteristics of the 
Redskin. 

Omana, Neb., March 28,.—[Special 
spondence. }]—That the Indian is no soldier, is 
well understood in the army. Secretary Proc- 
tor’s pet scheme has fizzied.. indians are 
children, Indians are impro¥ident; Indians 


| are not quick to imitate, Indians do not want 


to learn English. And all these things are the 
same yesterday, today, and tomorrow. The 
Indian only improves by centuries, not by 
and by the time he bécomes a 


years, 
good soldier his race will have be- 
come extinct. Many army officers, 


Gen. John R. Brooke, commander of the 
Department of the Platte, among them, will 
not acknowledge these things, because in the 
army what is, is; and. that's all there is-about 
it. Many officers are wary of expressing opin- 
ion or of offering suggestions on military mat. 
ters. 

In this department there are fiye Indian 
companies and one troop of cavalry. In the 
spring of 1891 fifty-five Brule Sioux enlisted 
in Troop L, Sixth Cavalry, at Fort Niobrara, 
Neb, A number of them nave been discharged 
for physical inability, Twenty-four of them 
have applied for three months’ furlough and 
discharge at theend of three years of their 
enlistment. All discharges have been grant- 
ed. A soldier is enlisted for five years, and 
at the expiration of three years he is at lib- 
erty,.according to law, to leave the army, and 
of this provision these Indians have taken ad- 
vantage. Fifty-five Indians of the Shoshones 
and Arapahoes also eniisted in the spring of 
’91 in Company I, Eighth Infantry, now sta- 
tioned at Fort D, A. Russell, Wyo. Fifty- 
three of them "have asked and been 
granted three months’ furlough and 
discharge at the end of three years’ 
service. This company is one that 
made a splendid sharpshooting record during 
the summer -of ‘92, but it was afterward 


| found that its splendid record was through 


mistake or fraud committed in ecoring by 
Indian Sergeants. Last summer the scure 
was kept by. white Sergeants and the com- 
pany’s record fell until it was below any 
white company. 

Ogalallas Seek Discharge. 

At Fort Omaha there are twenty-five Indi- 
ans left out of fifty-five enlisted in 1891 at 
Pine Ridge from the Ogalallas. Now, as the 
end of the three.years 1s approaching they are 
asking for their discharge. Many have re- 
turned to the reservation. How many more 
will go cannot now be determined. The Indi- 
an soidiers of Company I, Sixteenth Infantry, 
at Fort Douglas cannot ask disc harge until 
the end of this year. They are Brule Sioux. 

Company I, Twenty-first Infantry, was mus- 
tered December, 1891, from the Lower Brule 
and. Yankton Sioux, and cannot take advan- 
tage of the three-year law until the end of the 
year. Lieut. Seay, commanding the 
company, gives @ more encourag ng report 
of it than any other commander of Indians in 
this department. He speaks of a mistake be 
ing made in expecting too much in the start 
of:the In lian soldier and says educa- 
tion of a soldier requires a longer time than 
has elapsed since Indian enlistment was be- 


un. 
ort T have never been in favor,’ said Col. 
Bates at Fort Omaha, “of incorporating the 
Indians 
as scouts they might be yaluable; as 
trailers and guides they have peculiar ac- 
quirements. Several of them acting in this: 
capacity at different times have received 
mention in orders for gallant and valuabie 
service in scouting against their own tribe. 
(he drawback areeee ree in acquiring the

inany insleanardard uty especially. A _ re- 
cent case iliustrafes this difficulty. A man was 
tried and found guilty of negligence, but the 
court attached no criminality because of his 
inefficiency in knowledge of orders. A 3er- 
geant of the guard was algo reported upon, 
but the ease did not come to trial for the 
same reason.’ 

No new enlistments have been attempted in 
the second foot, because the officer sent last 
spring a year ago had such poor success re- 
cruiting that further enlistment was given 
up, A great drawback in this. company 
seems to be the lack of responsibility-taken 
by the Indians, especially the non-commis- 
siohned officers, which requires the constant 
attention of,the officer in charge, Lieut. Wil- 
son, to mit.gate. 

Characteristics of Indian Soidiers. 


' From the reports of Captains’ of Indian 
companies in every department of the army 
may be gleaned the same. characteristics of 
the Indian soidier, He is for the- most part 
capable of putting up a good drill; he is never 
rebellious nor never refuses to abey orders ; 
he can be taught c.eanliness and order; he 
adopts the vices of white men, but ig slow. to 
imbibe their virtues. He is discon- 
tented away from his people, — suffers 
from constraint, and is full of complaint. 
He drills weil because all that he is capable of 
learning is by rote. Indiana, like other 
soldiers, are compelled to bathe regulariy and 
the Indian does so to the minute. Should he 
fall down in the mire and plaster himself he 
would not think of bathing until the time 
allotted for his bath. There isa most strik- 
ing comparison between the negro and the 
Indian. ‘the negro wants to imitate the 
white man in everything. The Indian is de- 

cidedly averse to doing anything after the 
manner of the whites or adopting any Of their 
habits of life. This aversion to learning the 
English language is part of. the Indian’s nat- 
urai Gisposition. The Indiaus are as distinct 
a class today. as — were ti day they en- 
listed in the United Statesarmy. To attempt 
to place them on a footing with white or col- 
ored soldiers is\impossiblé before years of 
civilization have dove their work. There is

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CURIOUS WEAPONS OF THE ESQUIMAUZ. 


Expert Use of Them by the Clumsy-Look- 
ing Natives of the Far North, 
Portland Oregonian: To the interesting 
collection of curios gathered by Capts. Ed- 
wards and McDermott, United States inspec- 
tors of Hulls and Boilers, during the last few 


‘years have lately been added a number of 
weapons used hy the Esquimaux in the bunt 


and chase,’and other articles and relics, pre- 
sented by various persons in the Northwest 
and, British Colum bia. 

The Esqjuimaux’s weapons were presented 
to the inspectors by the widow of the late 
Capt. John M, Olesen of Astoria, master of the 
sealer Polar Bear, in accordance with -a re- 

uest which he expressed before his death. 
The most interesting of these curios is a spear 
with a poisoned arrow head, which is the 
most effective cf all the weapons used by the 
inhabitants of the “land of the midnight 
sun.” spear. entire is -about five 
feet long; It is made of wood, mounted with 
bone, in which are finely carved all the fan- 
tastic designs characteristic of the Esquimaux 
in this line of work. The arrow is made in 
three pieces, two parts wood: and the third, 
which is the head, of hone dipped in. poison. 
The three pieces! are heid together by a 
leather thong, but with a slight movement of 
the hand these can be<Jisengaged, leaving the 
head, when it strikes. the animal, curved in its 
body in such manner that it is impossible to 
disengage it without cutting the skin. 

When the weapon is uged on whale, seal, or 
other water animals a floater, made of the 
bladder of a ‘seal. is attached to the end of the 
spear, 80 that the hunter may trace its course 
and locate his game. The Esquimaux have a 
eculiar way of “shooting” this weapon. 
‘he hunter holds in his right hand, high above 
his head. a short stick or ** gun,” witha natch 
near the top, where the end of the spear - fits 
snugly. Taking aim at his game, he moves 
his right hand swiftly forward, ptopel- 
ling the, spear with lightning speed, and 
invariably with unerring aim at the 
mark. Instances have been recorded 
where. a hugter brought down his game 
at fifty yards, and one ar two Alaska story 
tellers, who have no feat of being disuredited 
by the ris.ng generation, say that animals 
have been slain at 100 yards distance. Butall 
agree that the average Esqtimaux is a marks- 
man who never fails to hit his mark, and who, 
when so disposed, alwdys provides pienty for 
his family with his primitive weapons. . 5ome- 
times to this spear is attached a rope of 
leather, one end of which is securely fastened 
to the bunter’s arm, so that he may keep hoid 
of his game. But this is only done on short- 
distance shots. *. j 

A weapon used in hunting birds is a tripod- 
shaped spear. Thisis thrown in_ the same 
thanner as the-.,poisoned spear. The hunter 
sneaks within distance of his ——- ptarmi- 
gar or other birds, aud lets’ fly his weapon, 
If he be lucky three “birds are the reward of 
his skill; if not, one, or two.) The inspectors 
have weapons of tho above kinds of several 
sizes, but all used for the same purpose. 

Among the other articles area belt anda 
pair of leggins finely ornamented with beads, 
made and worn by the Esquimaux, and which 
they sell to curio seekers for $25; alaoa 
water bag, made of sealskin, a lariat, and 
several varieties of the well-known harpoon. 

Next to the weapons, the skull of a Palouse 
indian woman commands attention, for sev- 
eral reasons. The principal one is because 
her akull is shaped wholly unlike that of the 
common Palouse, and itis thonght that she 
was a person of high degree—probably a prin- 
cess, or at least a person of high birth. From 
the earliest time in the recollection of the old- 
est inhabitant—who is still in existence—the 
Palouse Indians have continued the habit of 
their forefathers of flattening the rear part of 
the cranium of their female children of low 
birth. This was done so. that they might be 
distinguished from the high-born natives. 
This woman had a full back head; but a low 
and retreating forehead.

At least two 
deaths have been traced, by the superstitious, 
to the evil influence of the ghost.

“The Tribune” Had a Law Passed Hold- 
ing Unscrupulous Lawyers and Cred- 
itors Somewhat in Check, but They and 

Dishonest Constables Are Ignoring Its 
Provisions=Sample Cases of Men Who 
Have Been Badgered by Legal Vampires 
in Garnishee Proceedings. 

-The practice of bringing lawsuits before 
Justices af the Peace in remote parts of Cook 
County, which was inaugurated by unscrupv- 
lous collection sharks years ago, has revived 
with all the outrageous features which once 
led a wave of public opinion against it and 
those interested. Tux Trreunz a few years 
since in a series of articles exposed 
the methods of tricky lawyers, com- 
plaisant Justices of the Peace, 
and unsérupulous constables, showing in 
cases given how this combination was er- 


“abled to transform the “poor man’s court”’ 


into a travesty on the judiciary, By fixing 
cases atan hour and place difficult or prac- 
tically impossible for a needy defendant to 
appear atand contest the suit, many judg- 
ments have been rendered:by default ex- 
actly as the complainant’s lawyer de- 


signed. The universal condemnation which 


this perversion of the spirit of the 
law received extended to the lawyers who in- 
voked the trickery and led to a close scrutiny 
of them by the respectable members of. the 
bar and the Judges of the courts of record 
with effects not to their professional advan- 
tage. One of the evils of the sys- 
tem which created as much complaint 
as that coning from the defendants 
was that employers were frequently onees 
to quit their business and journey long dis- 
tances to attend the suits. In 1881 Tux 
TRIBUNE secured the passage of an act which 
required the constable serving a garnishment 
summons to tender witnesses’ fees and mile- 
age. The act, which appears as Sec, 4 in the 
chapter on garnishments, is as follows: 

If such process 1s issued by a Justice of the 
Peaee it shall be made returnable within the 
same time, provided that in all cases the person 
or persons for whose use such garnishee sum- 
mons is issued shall advance through the ¢con- 
stable or other officer serving the same to the 
person or person so stummoned as gar- 
nishee or garnishees the sum of #1 
each person summoned, and ‘in addition 
five cents per. mile for cach and every mile 
of necessary travel.to and from the office of such 


|} Justice of the Peace, and the constable or other 


er making such service shall show by his re- 
turn the fact of the payment of such fee and 
mileage, and such fee and mileage shall be taxed 
as other costs in the case, provided in ali 
cases where the person or persons so; summoned 
shall refnse. or failto appear at the time and 
place. specified in such summons the Justice 
before whom such process is returnable shail 
render a sudemens against the person or persons 
so summoned for the amount of fees and travel- 
ing expenses which have been tende and re- 
ceived under the provisions.of this section ingd- 
dition to the amount found to be due from. the 
person or persons so garnished. 7 

How the Law Is Ignored. 


Chicago grows fast, and, although this act 
is still in force, it appears to have’ been over. 
looked by the class it is desigried to protect. 
The practical effect of it for a year or two 
after its passage was to make the lawyer of a 
plaintiff who sued in some part of the 
county twenty-five ‘or thirty miles from 
the City Hall go slow. The law- 
yer who strove to collect a claim 
of $10 or $15 in this way hesitated to pay 
out $5 in advance for fees and mileago. At 
first employers, having the law>in mind, de- 
mandéd the fees. (radually this custom 
lessened and constables ceased offering the 
fees unless asked for them. Nowadays of the 
250 odd constables in Cook County who are 
“*hustling’’ for business itis said those who 
obey the law and ‘ tender the 
fees to garnishees are rarer than 
white crows. The law is apparently very 
largely a dead letter. 
records of the Cook County courts of record 
revealed cases which were there as appeals 
from judgements got in the way before men. 
tioned and which had been allowed to peace- 
fully sluwnber.- One was an appeal taken by 
Irving Rivenberg against a judgment of a few 
dollars. The history of it is an instructive ex- 
ample of the practices complained of. 

Riventerg was a clerk in a large State street 
dry goods house. On a salary of $10 per 
week he married and started in at housekeep- 
ing. Ina yeara child was born in the little 
family. Rivenberg hired a nurse and physi- 
cian to attend his wife and met this added ex- 
pense as best he couid. By dint of severe 
economy he paid the doctor’s bill, as 
he supposed, but the physician claimed 
a balance of $9. Rivenberg was un- 
able to pay it, and thereupon the 
claim was sent to a lawyer for collection. The 
letter sued the clerk at Maywood, summon- 
ing him to appear at 6 o'clock in the after- 
noon. Rivenberg could not leave his work 
to appear and of course judgment against him 
‘was entered by default. A threat was made 
to levy upon the few household goods the 
yous couple had managed to accumulate. 

iveuberg, still unable to leave his work, sent 
his wife, yet weak from her recent confine. 
ment, to a lawyer suggested Ly his employers. 
The lawyer drew up a schedule of exemption 
and told Mrs. Rivenberg to present it to the 
constable when he called. Rivenberg had a 
smaller quantity of furniture than the Jaw al- 
lowed him, and of course the schedule de. 
terred the constable from executing the writ. 
But the creditor’s lawyer's resources were not 
exhausted by this attempt to collect his snap 
judgment, He garnished’  Rivenberg’s 
wages and insisted that a member 
of the firm employing him answer the 
suit in person. Like the first it was set for 6 
p. m. at Maywood.. The employers sent their 
bookkeener. He. swore that the firm hever 
owed -Rivenberg more than $28—or, he 
claimed, less than he .was entitled to under 
the law. The complainant’s lawyer was 
again fertile in ways to accomplish his point, 

e argued that money. was personal prop- 
erty, and that as Rivenberg’s schedule was 
made more than ten days before, the. bal- 
ance due him ws clearly  attacha- 
ble. The -. justice decided this 
way without hesitation. | Rivenberg’s em- 
ployers were now thoroughly aroused at the 
young man’s struggle. They directed their 
lawyer to appeal the case. They furnished 
the necessary bondrand carried this specimen 
of adjudication to the Superior Court. This 
was in 1891. The firm’s lawyers have not 
yet had notice from the other side of any in- 
tention to expedite a hearing. 

Ina great many instances an appeal taken 
from a judgment obtained in this way either 
buries it for an indefinite period, it might be 
said, or inspires a proposition of equitable 
settlement from the complainant. This is 
particularly so when the complainants’ law- 
yers, as is occasivoally the case, happen to be 
connected with practice in the upper courts.

duced him to dem ‘the return of 
the contract. The rm « immediately 
presented him with a claim ef $11 for serv- 
ices, He refused to pay it, whereupon suit 
was started ana Constable Ira B. Ritter sum- 
moned him to appear before Justice Adam’ 
Trapp, No. 4862 Ogden avenue, Hawthorne, 
[il.,at6 p.m., a week following Justice 
Trapp’s office is miles froém Hahn's place of 
employment and more miles from where he 
lives. He saw a lawyer about theclaim, which 
he said was unjust. The firm had performed 
he knew about. lawyer 
told hin it would probably be a fruitless 
Journey to defend it, and that his wisest 
course would be to appeal from the judgment 
that would probably be given. Hahn did not 
have the $10 to perfect -the appeal nora 
bondsman. He, however, went toa vigorous 
friend in a minor political position who visited 
the complainants in Hahn's behalf, He found 
them willing to settle, and rather than engage 
in the labor of fighting the odds Hahn man- 
aged to rake up the aum demanded in com- 
promise, ) . | 


NEW LINE OF STEAMERS FOR MEXICO. | 


Whalebacks Will Be Used and Tampico 
Has Built a Fine Harbor. 
Bautrmorg, Md., March 28,—({Special Cor- 
respondence. |—All the arrangements for the 
new line of steamships’ to Tampico, Mexico, 
have been completed by the Johnson Steam- 
ship company of Liverpool and the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad company. Third Vice 
President C, K. Lord of the Baltimore and 
Ohio has made several trips to Washington 
the last week and discussed with Minister 
Romero the plans of the company. Mr. 
Romero gave him the assurance that the Mex- 
ican Government would encourage in every 
way the new line. It is proposed to establish 
the line about April15. The new enterprise 
will affect the interests ‘of all the country 
tributary to the Baitimore and Ohio system, 
and is of particular ifmportancs to Chicago, 
Pittsburg, and Cincinnati, and the coal 
coke regions of Pennsylvania, Maryland, and 
West Virginia. The Johnson company is one 
of the most extensive shipping firms of the 
world, and the owner of a line of steamers 
sailing weekly between Baltimore and Liver- 
pool. William Johnson, the senior meinber 
of the firm, and Vice-President Lord 
of ‘the Baltimore and Ohio recently 
made a trip to Mexico and were greatly im- 
pressed with the opportunities offered for ex- 
tending the trade between the United States 
and that country, and particularly with the 
facilities offered by the new port of Tampico, 
where the Mexican Government has ‘spent 
several millions of dollars under the direc. 
tion of E. L. Corthell of Chicago in building 
jetties and muking asplendid harbor. The 
ohnson company has decided to use the 
whaleback steamer, and Capt. McDougal of 
the Whaleback company. has spent much 
time in Baitimore of late making arrange- 
ments. The new line will start out with four 
or five steamers of 4,000 tons burden. Sev- 
eral of the boats are now on their way around 
from the lakes. The steamers will sail twice 
a month until business justifies an increase in 
the number of trips. it will take about three

His idea differed from the ordinary view in 
that the pepular idea conceives the man of 
culture as one who goes through the world 
with a knapsack of misceilaneaus knowledge 
on his back. Goethe says when a man 
does anything great he does it with his whole 
nature. Truly great men see far into the, 


like Goethe himself, are often misunderstood. 
Every notable career requires sacrifice and 
_disaiptine, but society must: also make sac- 
rifices. Artists anid men of genius have so 
many demands mwnade of them by society that 


7 finally it is said they have not fulfilled the 


briiliant promises.of their youth. The es- 
sence of cultureis to secure the conditions 
to bring our powers’ to their greatest ‘fulfiil- 
ment. and productivity. Shakspeare, who is 
preéminent among men of culture, owned 
few books, they were of little conse- 
quence, but he studied life, which. he under- 
stood. above all things. The Greek culture 
alst) was based directly on life and expressed
